Belgrade, Aug. 24 pp. — A mas* 
(crave believed to contain the bodies 
of all Ave occupant* of an American 
transport plane shot down by Yugo- 
lav fighters last Monday will be 
opened by U. S officials today to 
verify a report by Premier Marshal 
Tito that no one parachuted from 
the blaring C-47. 
Tito handed a note to U. 8. Am­ 
bassador Richard C. Patterson at 
the summer resort of Bled yesterday 
saying that there apparently were 
no survivors of the crash. He de­ 
scribed the incident as “a regretable 
accident." but offered no apology. 
Patterson and other U. 8. diplo­ 
mat* visited the scene of the crash 
yesterday and found reliable evi­ 
dence that none of the American 
airmen managed to escape. The 
diplomats found flee** of flesh still 
hanging from trees, and charred 
parts of army clothing. Wreckage 
was scattered over a quarter-mile 
rad las. 
A Yugoslav militiaman told the 
ambassador’s party he had helped 
bury the Ave airmen in a common 
grave in the picturesque Holy Cross 
church cemetery at the village of 
Koprovinik. He said that the funeral 
was held at 9 p. rn. last Wednesday, 
with

"Two bodies were burned In para­ 
chutes,” the militiaman said. 
Yugoslavia military officials agreed 
with Tito that no one parachuted 
from the plane. They said, however, 
there was a possibility that two bar­ 
rels of gasoline were jettisoned from 
the transport. This led to specula­ 
tion that what various eyewitnesses 
believed were floating parachutes 
actually were barrels.

T h at is. the plugs are too 
long, protrude too far into the cyl­ 
inders and do not have insulators 
sufficiently short to carry off the 
heat from the points. Tile backfiring 
is then a result of the overheated 
points pretgniting the incoming gas 
before the time for regular spark. 
"Sometimes the same situation de­ 
velops where the points are spaced 
too far apart. Remember th at plug 
points wear with use and th a t they 
should be spaced closed every few 
thousand miles. Also as an engine 
grows older it tends to rim hotter 
because there is more power w ast­ 
ed through the various units of the 
car.
